WATER SUPPLIES STRAINED 
SAYS HEALTH BOARD 


The Wilmington Board of Health 
has voted to notify the Water 
Department that it considers 
the town’s water supplies to 
be pperating under too great a 
strain, and hopes that the new 
wellfield at Chestnut Street 
will soon be in use. 

Pointing specifically to the 
Brown’ s Crossing well field, 
the Health Board states that 
it ‘needs a rest’ and that the 
wells sous be ‘overhauled’. 
The Brown’ s Crossing wellfield 
is the oldest in the water 
system, dating from about 1925 
Mealth Dept. Agent Patrick 
Thibeau told the Board of 
Health that in consequence of 
the heavy pumping at Brown's 
crossing the mineral content 
of the water hs increased 
from 49 parts per million to 
7 parts per million, and bids 
to further increase. 

The Brow’s Crossing station 
has increased its daily pump- 
ing from one million gallons 
to 1,500,990 gallons, in con- 
sequence to more industry and 
homes in Wilmington, Thibeau 
stated. Avco, he said, uses 
250,000 gallons of water a day 


The water at the Barrows ¥ell 


Field is even ‘harder’ than 
the Brown's Crossing wellfield 
111 parts per million compared 
to 70 ppm. He had no compar- 


ative figures from former 
years for the Barrows field, 

The minerals being pumped 
are salts of Calcium and of 
Manganese, which are being 
irained into the system by 
the consistent heavy pumping. 

Thibeau said that if the new 
wellfield off Chestndt Street 
could be connected to the wa- 
ter supply the Water Department 
could then give the Brown’s 
Crossing field a ‘rest’ and 
‘clean up the wells’. 

The Brown’ s Crossing well field 
should be shut off a: soon as 
possible, he said, 

People are going to have to 
use a lot more soap, and per- 
haps a water softener’ Thibeau 
said. We thought that the town 
might well use a material 
called Calgun, to soften the 
town water. 

(Water with 40 to 50 parts 
per million of minerals is 
deemed to be soft, with up to 
120 ppm itis medium, and over 
120 ppm it is called hard).

Either he cleans it up - entirely - or he 
goes and tells it to the judge. 


OUR ZONING LAW HAS BEEN MUCH ABUSED 


The reason Avco came to Wilmington can be 
summed up in a few words. 

Wilmington, in 1955, passed a Zoning Law, on 
the recommendations of the Planning Board, and 
people in the Massachusetts Department of Com- 
merce were pleased to call that Zoning Law a 
"model law". 

It was the recommendations of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Commerce that directed the 
attention of Avco to Wilmington, 

It is impossible to compute the amount of 
time and energy (unpaid) that the Wilmington 
Planning Board put into that by-law. It was 
those men, (with professional help, true) who 
"put Wilmington on the Map". 

For several years after that the town was on 
the alert to see that the Zoning Law was obeyed 
but then times changed. 

Some of the Selectmen were "tired of fight- 
ing" - and it took a fighting spirit to keep 
this town on it s toes. They preferred to take 
the easy course. They preferred to meet in ex- 
ective session, so that the people wouldn't 
know what was going on. 

But the Planning Board, which hed first 


started action for the Model Zoning Law, did 
not close it's eyes. 

William Beers, and A. Daniel Gillis, both 
members when the law was written, were among 
the foremost in demanding that it be enforced, 

In nearly every meeting, until last January 
when they had to resign for business reasons, 
Gillis and Beers called upon the Selectmen and 
Town Manager for enforcement of the law. 

It would seem, however, that enforcement of 
the law would have been embarrasing for some 
members of the Board of Selectmen. They never 
discussed the calls of Beers and Gillis in pub- 
lic. Perhaps they did it behind closed doors. 

When the news finally was learned that the 
two men had resigned, the Town Manager, rocking 
back and forth on his toes in the town hall, 
didn't think of writing them a letter of thanks
